As required by ARS Form 605 and APHIS form 7023, this memo serves as an explanation of research 
conducted in vertebrate animals that involved distress without the concomitant administration of pain 
relieving medications. During fiscal year 2005, seven rats were bile duct cannulated in order to study the 
absorption, distribution, metabolism and excretion of polybrominated diphenyl ethers. Bile-duct 
cannulations were performed while rats were under general anesthesia, but no analgesic compounds or 
sedatives were provided during the post-surgical recovery period. Because analgesics and sedatives 
commonly interfere- with the enzymatic reactions used to metabolize xenobiotics such as polybrominated 
diphenyl ethers, their use would directly compromise the value of the data derived from the study. 
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
